Claims 1-63 are allowable over Lowe et al . (U.S. Patent 
4,680,170) for the reasons presented by applicant in the response 
filed February 17, 2004. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on February 17, 2004 is 
ineffective, since it disclaims over application Serial No. 
09/574,432, which is the instant application. In the last Office 
the claims were inadvertently rejected under the grounds of 
"obviousness type" double patenting over the claims of Serial No. 
09/574,432, whereas they intended to be rejected over the claims 
of application Serial No. 10/117,517. However application Serial 
No. 10/117,517 has been abandoned. Accordingly a terminal 
disclaimer is not necessary.
